COAST, ARMY SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (UP)— 
The Army said today that the na- 
tion’s tallest women come from 
the Pacific coast. 

It also found that women’s 
weight was fairly evenly dis- 
tributed throughout the nation, but 


it does not know yet which region 
produces the shapeliest ones.

The Army said its studies showed

Nabb, Remer Bazemore, H. I. 
Holmes and W. C. Lawler. 


The federal indictment charged 
that Worthy and the guards de- 
prived these people of the right to 
be secure in their persons while 
in custody of the State of Geor- 
gia” in violation of the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution.

The United States today extended 
full diplomatic recognition to the

of Bulgaria. 

Under Secretary of State Robert 
A. Lovett announced resumption 
of diplomatic relations at a press 
conference. He emphasized that 
the action does not mean “either 
approval or condonation of certain 
recent actions of the Bulgarian 
Government.”

A one-cent increase in the price 
of butter put in effect today by 
Pevely Dairy Co. was canceled be- 
ginning tomorrow when the earlier 
price of 86 cents a pound will be 
restored, a company officer said 
today. He said the fluctuation was 
due to the see-saw wholesale but- 
ter market in Chicago. 

The 86-cents-a-pound level has 
held for the last week after a 
decline, beginning the middle of 
last month, brought the price down 
from 95 cents. St. Louis Dairy Co., 
the other large dairy here, made 
no changes in its butter prices 
this week. 


have announced a reduction of 
two to three cents a pound in the 
wholesale price of beef. One large 


retailer said the reduction was 
mainly on hindquarters which 
contain the choicest cuts of meat 
and which have not been, selling 
as well as poorer cuts. 

On the other hand, one packer 
said that good quality beef is as 
high as ever but said he had made 
reductions of one to two cents on 
commercial and utility grades of 
steers and yearlings. The reduc- 
tions will lower the price of steaks 
three or four cents but roasts will 
remain at present levels, a retailer 
said. Rib steaks graded “good” 
are selling for about 75 cents a 
pound, the same price being 
charged for standing rib roasts 
of the same grade. 

The price of New York dressed 
frying chickens was down two or 
three cents a pound from last 
week but other retail poultry 
prices were about the same. A 
spokesman for a large retail poul- 
try establishment discounted re- 
ports that turkey would sell during 
the holidays for 80 to 85 cents a 
pound. He said ample supplies ex- 
isted and the cost would be the 
same as last year, about 64 cents. 


Hog prices at National Stock- 
yards continued their rise today 
when a light run and a strong 
demand ran the price up 50 to 75 
cents a hundredweight. Top price 
paid today, $29.75, was within 25 
cents of the record price estab- 
lished earlier this month. 


Receipts totaled 5500 head which 
compares with 6147 last Wednes- 
day. Light receipts were general 
throughout the principal markets 
of the United States, the local 
figure being exceeded only by 
Chicago, where 6000 head were 
received today. 


The cattle market opened steady

ASKS 10 QUESTION 
2 IN GANG INQUIRY 


Hoffman Charges Lyons 
With Trying to Create 
Impression Releases 
Were Regular.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—Daniel 
M. Lyons, chairman of the United 
States Parole Board, has asked 
the House committee investigat- 
ing the easy release from prison 
of four Capone-syndicate gangsters 
for permission to examine two 
witnesses, it was announced here 


today. 

Representative Clare E. Hoff- 
man (Rep.), Michigan, chairman 
of the committee, replying to 
Lyons’ request, said the board 
chairman would have to examine 
the witnesses through the commit- 
tee members as is the usual pro- 
cedure, He suggested Lyons sub- 
mit any questions he wanted asked 
to the committee prior to resump- 
tion of the hearing here, probably 
within a week or 10 days. 

J have a very clear recollection 
that throughout the Chicago hear- 
ing you gave what I considered a 
partisan view of the whole situa- 
tion,” Hoffman told Lyons, “and 
endeavored to create the impres- 
sion the paroles were regular in 
every way, and that, unless fraud 
oi misrepresentation practiced by 
one of the parolees himself upon 
the board was disclosed, you 
would not even consider making a 
recommendation that the paroles 
be revoked.” , 

Wants to Give FBI a Chance, 

Hoffman told reporters that he 
wants to give the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation a chance to com- 
plete their inquiry into the parole 
of the four men convicted in 1943 
in New York of conspiring to ex- 
tort $1,000,000 from the motion pic- 
ture industry. If necessary, he 
said, he would subpena a copy of 
the FBI report to the United 
States Attorney General, 

Lyons’s action in seeking to ex- 
amine Charles (Cherry Nose) 
Gioe, Chicago hoodlum, and Harry 
A. Ash, superintendent of the Illi- 
nois Crime Prevention Bureau, is 
taken here as indicating that he 
has detected possible misrepre- 
sentation in the case, 

At the recent hearing in Chi- 
cago, Lyons, who had vigorously 
defended release of the men after 
serving only 3% years of their 
ten-year sentences, even though he 
was not, chairman of the board 
at the time of their paroles last 


DRAFTING INITIAL PLANNING 
GUIDE FOR AREA APPROVED 


Work to Be Completed Within 6 Months, 
Metropolitan Group Says—Outline 
of Facts, Data Sought. 


Preparation of a preliminary de- 
velopment guide plan for the met- 
ropolitan area within six months 
was approved today at a meeting 
of the Metropolitan Plan Associa- 
tion. | 

A tentative guide plan was out- 
lined at the luncheon by Harland 
Bartholomew, St. Louis planning 
consultant, who will direct the 


work. Bartholomew said the guide 


plan should contain certain facts 
and data about the metropolitan 
area that will be of assistance to 
the new Planning Commission. 

“While the problems of a great 
metropolitan area seem compli- 
cated in the many ramifications of 
detail, our task will be greatly 
simplified if we recognize that the 
metropolitan urban area is really 
nothing more than an enlarged 
city,” Bartholomew told the meet- 
ing. “In the horse and buggy age 
our cities were small in population 
and area, but they were crowded 
and the land was intensively oc- 
cupied. The industrial era brought 
added population to the cities, but 
mechanical transportation permit- 
ted expansion of area with less 
crowding. 

“With the coriing of the auto- 
mobile age our cities have experi- 
enced a potential expansion of 


almost 1000 per cent in physical 
area, but relatively small corre- 
sponding expansion in population. 
The problems of excessive decen- 
tralization and of providing new 
and adequate public services and 
facilities to the new urban area 
calls for new methods and new 
programs.” 

Bartholomew observed that a 
genuinely good and satisfactory 
new city must be predicated on 
unification. “The metropolitan 
area is in fact nothing more than 
an enlarged city,” he stated. “Its 
growth calls for imagination in 
the concept of physical improve- 
ments and courage and vision in 
governmental demonstration.” He 
added that such an undertaking 
cannot be wisely planned and di- 
rected by disjointed group of com- 
peting local governments. 

Among committees in the Mis- 
souri-Illinois area now exploring 
requirements to be incorporated in 
the plan are: Economic survey, 
highway and bridges, sewers and 
drainage, mass ,transportation, 
zoning, population study, airports, 
flood control, railroads, recreation, 
housing development and rivers. 
Sectional meetings will be held in 
each of the five major areas of 
the region under the direction of 
group planning chairmen.

„ Aranha Replies. 


With a show of temper, Aranha 
replied that the rostrum had been 
made available to Mrs. Pandit 
only because of Vishinsky’s earlier 
insitsence at speaking out of order 
in behalf of the Ukraine. Aranha 
then ordered delegates to begin 
voting on membership of the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council. 

The assembly then in four bal- 
lots succeeded in electing six 
members to that council—Russia, 
Britain, Brazil, Denmark, Aus- 
tralia and Poland, It took three 
run-off ballots to decide between 
Poland and Iran, the runner-up. 

The cynical demonstration that 
politics makes strange bedfellows 
in the United Nations as well as 
in national affairs was the chief. 
topic of discussion at Assembly 
headquarters. 

What was to have been a. cut- 
and-dried plenary session, with the 
“steam roller” operating for the 
three leading candidates to the 
Council, developed yesterday into 
a political squabble of the “smoke- 
filled” room variety. Paradoxically, 
as in domestic politics, bitter 
ideological foes were voting to- 
gether like a machine, 

The 20 nations of the Latin 
American bloc, having obtained 
Soviet sanction of the candidacy 
of. Argentina, despite that coun- 
try’s active and open stand against 
Communism, was pledged in re- 
turn to back the candidate select- 
ed by the Soviet Union for one of 
the three Security Council vacan- 


cies, 

Two Promptly Elected, 

Argentina and Canada were 
promptly elected by more than the 
necessary two-thirds majority. But 
the Ukraine was never able to 
muster more than 34 votes in 
yesterday's seven ballots. If all 57 
nations vote, or even with one ab- 
sent, 38 is the minimum required 
for election. 
The unresolved contest reflect- 
ed the desperate struggle for ad- 
vantage in the United Nations be- 
ing waged between .eastern and 
western powers, It also clearly 
demonstrated that when national 
interests are at stake ideologies 
are apt to be dismissed, at least 
temporarily. 

To support that thought, there 
was first of all the strange Rus- 
sian-Latin American alliance. The 
nature of the voting supplied ad- 
ditional credibility as it appeaared 
that many European nations voted 
for the Ukraine in preference to 
— candidate’s Asiatic rival, In- 

a. 

Count of the first ballots gave 
the Ukraine 33 votes, India 24. 
The Slav-South American’ vote 
would account for only 26, The 
Ukraine on the second round led 
29-24; on the third, 20-25; the 
fourth, 30-25; fifth, 33-28 and 
reached peak on the sixth with 34 
to India’s 22. One vote was 
switched on the seventh to make 
it 33-23 again. 

When it became evident that po- 
litical lines were firmly drawn 
with no retreat by either side in 
sight, efforts to adjourn were 
twice voted down until finally at a 
late hour voting was postponed 
until today. 


Vishinsky Reprimanded. 
Vishinsky each time urged the 


Assembly to continue. He called 
attention to the Ukrainé gains as 


an indication: that a “just deci- 
sion” was about to arrive, and was 
reprimanded by Aranha for mak- 
ing an argument irrelevant to the 
motion to adjourn. 
Another ironical twist in the 
election proceedings was found in 
the Soviet support of Argentina. 


Election of that nation served 


measurably to stréngthen Franco 
Spain’s application for United Na- 
tions membership, bitterly opposed 
by the Soviet Union. 

United States support of Argen- 
tina, less amendable to American 
policy than any other South 
American nation, supplied another 
note of incongruity, although con- 
siderably less discordant than that 
provided by Russian-Latin Ameri- 
can unity. . 

In well informed quarters it was 
asserted that the United States 
had not been pleased by the South 
American selection of- Argentina 


but had exerted no pressure to 


oppose it when it was informally 
discussed during the inter-Ameri- 


can mutual defense negotiations

Although Czechoslovakia . has 
voted consistently in the Assembly 
with Russia, it is known that 
Masaryk has no desire to submit 
his nation to the blistering heat 
of Security Council conflict. 

Thus at the eleventh hour, when 
the Ukraine became the leading 
eontender in the Russian orbit for 
the undecided chair in the 


nation Security Council, both 
Latin Americans and Russians 
found themselves uncomfortably 
together in a bed of their own 
making. 

In the morning balloting, the 
Soviet bloc faithfully delivered six 
votes. for the arch foe of Com- 
munism, Argentina, where the 
government is frequently described 
as Fascist. Throughout the day, 
the South American states went 
down the line for the Ukraine, 
Soviet satellite. 

U. S. Backs India. 


It was learned authoritatively 

that the United States voted in 
the secret ballot for Canada, Ar- 
gentina, and after casting one 
vote for Czechoslovakia, unwaver- 
ingly supported India. 
Vishinsky’s insistence on con- 
tinuing voting while the Ukraine 
was gaining ground reflected the 
importance of the contest. Defeat 
of the Slav bloc candidate would 
mean that the Soviet Union, 
bereft of its Polish ally, would 
sfand alone in the Security 
Council, presaging ‘uture votes 
of 10 to 1 instead of 9 to 2. 
In his final unsuccessful argu- 
ment to forestall adjournment, the 
Soviet spokesman replied to a 
previous speaker who urged 
postponement until morning, re- 
calling a proverb that “night 
bears counsel.” * 

Seemingly aware that his pre- 
carious support of South Ameri- 
can nations might be swept away 
during an evening conference, 
Vishinsky remarked that “too 
often the morning is the time 
that comes after the night before.”

Dr. Alexander's 
report on St. Louis brought a 
visit of eight Council members the 
following month. Their report 
formed the basis of the ordinance 


an Oct. 1, 1941, effective date. 
According to Councilman A. L. 
Wolk, who headed the visit of 
February, 1941, the St. Louis study 
taught Pittsburgh officials that 
any effort to curb smoke solely by 
educational programs wag useless, 
They adopted completely the two 
main principles of the St. Louis 
law, the required use of smokeless 


fuel or smoke-abating equipment 


and a checkup on dealers. 

The present Pittsburgh Jaw fol- 
lows that of St. Louis almost ex- 
actly, requiring low-volatile or 

fuels or stokers or other 
devices. No dealer may deliver 
bituminoug coal to any consumer 
who does not have a device to 
The only 
major difference is that Pitts- 
burgh’sa railroad clause prohibits 
more than one minute's total 
smoke in any one hour, a provi- 
sion more stringent than that of 
St. Louis and one which some rail- 
roads claim is unreasonable.

Private homes, with the 
agreement of the United Smoke 
Council, a group of civic repre 
sentatives which had led the 
campaign for an effective or- 
dinance, were given a “reprieve” 
until Oct. 1, 1947. 
Same Hard Fight. 

Pittsburgh fought the same hard 
fight as St. Louis for its ordinance, 
The miners and coal operators, 
with a 55,000-job and a $270,000,- 
000 stake in the district, long 
eyed it suspiciously. The 
Coal Merchants’ Association here 
still opposed today’s deadline as 
“too early.” 

Many large coal producers are 
co-operating now, however, as is 
industry. Jones & Laughlin Steel, 
for instance, has earmarked 34. 
500,000 for a modernization pro- 
gram to meet its smoke problem, 
and the Pennsylvania and other 
railroads are starting large diesel- 
ization projects. 

Most of the city’s homeowners 
‘will use Centra] Pennsylvania low- 
volatile coal or processed fuels 
such as briquets, coke and the 
like to meet the ordinance at first. 
Of these, low-volatile is the only 
fuel available at the moment in 
quantity. There are plenty of 
stokers but, although several mod- 
els of smokeless stoves and fur- 
nates have been developed, virtu- 

none is yet on the market.

The volume of consumer credit 
outstanding rose to $11,216,000,000 
for another record high in August, 
the Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported today. This was an in- 
crease of $155,000,000 over the pre- 
vious high in July. 

Nearly all of the 1 per cent 
August gain came 82 an in- 
crease in installment indebtedness, 
although controls over installment 
buying of such items as automo- 
biles, refrigeratois and washing 
machines continue until Nov. 1. 

Loans repayable in installments 
increased about 2 per cent during 
August, approximately the same 
as in other recent months. At the 
end of August these totalled $3,- 
029,000,000, an advance of 48 per 
cent over a year ago. 

Installment credit outstanding 
on automobile sales rose 5 per cent 
to a total of $865,000,000, represent- 
ing an advance of $571,000,000 over

UROPE'S increasingly urgent priority in United States foreign 

policy is being partly compensated for by giving China a lower 

and lower priority when it comes to American decisions and 
action. The lowered priority for China, however, might result in 
lowering too far the maintenance of America’s interests in the Far 
East as a whole. Accordingly, the low priority of China is in turn 
being partly offset by raising the priority allocated to Japan. 


Early hopes for rapid economic 
rehabilitation in China and for 
the rapid expansion of American 
economic interests and activities 
there have now been indefinitely 
deferred. 

Economic rehabilitation is im- 
possible as long as the Chinese 
civil war cohsumes revenues and 
manpower and prevents transpor- 
tation and trade. The Kuomintang 
cannot win the civil war by mili- 
tary action without aid on such 
ea huge scale of armaments and 
money that even America’s vast 
wealth and productive power 
would feel the strain. 

At the same time, the Kuomin- 
tang has weakened so rapidly and 
so seriously that it could not now 
negotiate a peace without resign- 
ing itself to the permanent aban- 
donment of its claim to an abso- 
lute majority of power. 

U.S. Hesitates. 

American policy, however, hesi- 
tates to take the responsibility of 
telling the Kuomintang that — 
game is up and that it must 

manently accept a much hum — 
position in China's political life. 

Therefore we have, without say- 
ing it in so many words, fallen 
back on an interim policy of re- 
storing production in Japan in 
order to restore the supply of 
consumer goods to the Far East 
as a whole. 

Obviously, all of this does not 
add up to American withdrawal 
from China or abandonment of 
the Kuomintang. It is an in- 
between policy, which can best be 
described as a policy of “hands 
off, feet in.” 


The “hands-off” aspect consists 


in abandoning the idea that we 
fan push the Kuomintang over 
the hump which it is too short- 
legged to climb by itself. The se- 
lection of Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer as President Truman's re- 
cent emissary to China is signifi- 
cant in this connection. Gen. 
Wedemeyer held a position of top 
responsibility in China at the time 
Japan surrendered.

Keeping Feet in China. 

The “feet-in” aspect of the new 
interim policy is revealed by our 
determination to hold on to strate- 
gic and economic ap- 
proaches. Since the terms of the 
agreement with the Kuomintang 
Government under which we are 
building up a naval base at Tsing- 
tao have never been published, we 
can presumably hold our position 
there indefinitely. From that posi- 
tion we tan watch the Russians 
at Port Arthur. That keeps one 
foot firmly planted in China. 

The other foot is equally firmly 
wedged into the doorway of trade 
at Shanghai. Standing near the 
mouth of the Yangtze, which eco- 
nomically drains the richest mid- 
die areas of China, and served ad- 
ditionally by railways fanning out 
between the Yangtze and the Yel- 
low River, Shanghai is the most 


important single point for trade 


with China. 

If the civil war ends and trade 
revives, the nation that holds a 
commanding position at Shanghai 
win have the most important say 
in all China's banking, industry, 

rtation and trade. We hold 
that position. 


There are two versions of the 
k, feet-in” policy. 

The military version is that a 
war with Russia would be an 
atomic war. But even an atomic 
victory would require a follow- 
up on the ground. For both the 


thinking lies in its assumption 
that China would be “no problem” 
if Russia were defeated. As an 
indication of how far this kind 
of thinking has gone, a recent 
report referred to Sinkiang as be- 
ing in the Ame an sphere of in- 
fluence, and to its possible im- 
portance for the maintenance of 
a string of fighter bases, As the 
distance from the coast of China 
to Sinkiang, in the heart of Asia, 
is of the same order as the dis- 
tance from New York to Cali- 
fornia, the idea is grandiose even 
for confident airmen. 


Civilian Version. 


The civilian version of “hands- 
off, feet-in” is more modest. The 
idea is that while we cannot push 
the Kuomintang over the hump, 
we can prop it enough to avert 
complete collapse. 

The Chinese Communists are 
not strong enough to take over 
China completely. They will still 
have to bargain and compromise. 
Our play should be to re-enter 
the picture, from our Shanghai 
economic foothold and our Tsing- 
tao strategic foothold, when the 
Kuomintang has been chastened 
enough. That point will be reached 
when the Kuomintang is suffi- 
ciently frightened to be willing 
to keep some of its promises, 


At that point, the argument 
goes on, we can give the Kuomin- 
tang enough moral backing, and 
channel through its hands enough 
economic aid (with military aid 
not used, but kept available in the 
background) to enable it to ob- 
tain a bigger share in China's 
future coalition government that 
it could claim on the basis of 
its own real strength. 


The Kuomintang, thus whittled 
down to size, will be more docile 
and manageable as an instrument 
of American policy. 

The — needing from 
America a kind of trade they can- 
not get from Russia, also will be 
manageable, or at least not un- 
manageable. 

Thus America, the argument 
winds up, being able to balance 
a program of new trade and pro- 
duction in China with a program 
of revived production in Japan, 
will be able to maintain a pre-

Right now, no coalition is pos- 
sible except on a basis that would 
give the Communists the edge in 
controlling the balance of power, 
though they still could not claim 
or wield an absolute power.

We have yet to face the full 
consequences of our mistaken pol- 
icy in China.

The Chinese Commu- 
nists have been enormously tough- 
ened by their successful resistance 
to an American-backed Kuomin- 
tang. Their popular, non-Commu- 
nist following has incalculably 
increased, They have won a pres- 
tige that it would be dangerous to 
underestimate, by defying the 
strongest cou. try that hag ever 
intervened in China, and getting 
away with it.

Fast U.S. Fleet, 
With Carriers and 
Marines, Without 
Rival in World.

OU'VE all heard the old story 
* of the Army sergeant who 


green recruits and growled: “Well, 
thank God we've got a Navy.” 
That is something that Ameri- 
can citizens might well be repeat- 
ing; not because we don’t have a 
good Army and a good Air Force, 
but because the Navy, as at pres- 
ent organized and equipped, is so 
completely adapted to the inter- 
national responsibilities which the 
United Statgs may have to meet 
during the next few years, 

It is perfectly clear that it will 
be some time before there will be 
any international police force 
functioning under the Security 
Council of the United Nations, The 
Security Council cannot even agree 
on how such a force should be 
composed, much less how it should 
‘be used. Meanwhile, however, the 
peace of the world must be main- 
tained. The United States, as the 
world’s strongest power, cannot 
evade the lion’s share of this re- 
sponsibility. For this purpose, the 
Navy is so well adapted that,we 
may properly be thankful for pos- 
sessing it. 

Presence Often Enough. 

The essence of police work is 
prompt arrival at the spot where 
trouble is starting, or where it 
may start if not prevented. Fre- 
quently a mere show of force, the 
mere presence of force, will be 
enough, The Navy represents mo- 
bile power which can be moved 
quickly to any point where the sea 
can afford it a pathway.

T WO aircraft designers say it will take 10 to 15 years to produce

The cost of evolving 


such a weapon is estimated from $200,000,000 to $300,000,000. 

The figures were given the President's Air Policy Commission 
yesterday by John K. Northrop, president of Northrop Aircraft, Inc, 
Hawthorne, Calif., and A. E. Lombard, engineering consultant for 
Consolidated Vultee Aircraft Corp., San Diego, Calif. 


The methods and equipment 
needed to make missiles capable 
of carrying a 5000-pound war- 
head at 600 miles an hour for 
4000 miles “are already well 
known in this country,” Northrop 
said in a statement, but added 
that th@re are unsolved problems. 

Lombard said the manufacture 
of such missiles will require fa- 
cilities similar to those used for 
building man-carrying aircraft. 
However, new-type plants prob- 
ably will be needed to supply the 
fuel, he said. 

The commission is holding hear- 
ings in preparation of a national 
air policy report. 


Types of Guided Missiles. 


1. Subsonic (600 m.p.h.) pilot- 
less aircraft, requiring three years 
and $6,000,000 to develop the first 
five. (This resembles the German 
V-1 except for range.) 

2. Supersonic (1400 m.p.h.) pilot- 
less aircraft requiring six years 
and $30,000,000 to develop. 

3. Supersonic (8500 m.p.h.) 
rocket requiring 10 years and up 
to $250,000,000 for development. 
(This resembles the German V-2, 
except that the range would be 
many times greater.) 

Subsonic means below the speed 
of sound, and supersonic above 
that speed which is normally re- 
garded ds 763 miles an hour, 

Under questioning by the com- 
mission, Northrop said the Air 
Force shelved the subsonic project 
nine months ago because funds 
would not permit work on the full 
program. The supersonic program 
was retained despite the longer 
period required, he said, because 
it represents a more advanced 
weapon and will be more difficult 
to intercept. 


Northrop said he feels the sub- 
sonic project should be pressed, 
since it could be brought to com- 
pletion earlier and would be avaik 
able while work continued on the 
other types. 

Asked whether other countries 
can have such weapons in the 
same time, he said it “certainly 
must be assumed that they can." 


Volume of Output. 

Once the subsonic guided missile 
is developed, Northrop gaid pro- 
duction could be in whatever 
volume was required because it 
would be ph a to building a 
fighter or trainer aircraft. 

Northrop said the necessary 
power plants are in existence and 
the A (flight) prob- 
lems have been solved, “both here 
and abroad,” leaving the matter 
of accurate guidance over such 
long distances as the most serious 
unsolved problem. 


Lombard said that shorter range 
guided missiles, such ag “target- 
seeking anti-aircraft missiles, 
either rocket or ram-jet propelled,” 
should be in practical operation 
for combat use within a few 
years, possibly five at the most. 


In the next stage, controlled 
missiles for use with ground 
troops or surface vessels over 
ranges of 25 miles up to several 
hundred miles should be ready in 
five to eight years, he said, 

Ultimately, he continued, there 
should be self-propelled, controlled 
missilgs for long-range operations 
against strategic ts which 
will replace or supplement the 
strategic bombers, such as the 
B-29.

St. Louis’ Milk Supply 

Health Commissioner Bredeck would like to 
have the public look on the Waite report, which 
criticizes his office for bad public relations with 
the dairy farmers, as the first evidence of a 
drive to break down enforcement of the sanitary 
milk ordinance. This, of course, is sheer obfusca- 
tion and will delude no one who has troubled to 
read the report and examine its origin. 

It is quite possible that some St. Louis milk 
distributors would like to see the milk ordinance 


‘or its enforcement weakened. But Dr. Waite, a 


highly reputable consumer ecohomist of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, was not hired to make the 
report by the St. Louis milk distributors. He 
was selected solely by the consumer members 
of the St. Louis Dairy Council, and the money 
to pay him was placed in their hands before he 
was chosen. 

Dr. Waite’s commission and his duty was to 
serve the milk consumers, and we think he has 
served them in pointing out that the City Health 
Department, which might be supposed to have 
such a function, is doing nothing to persuade 


dairymen in the St. Louis milkshed who are not 


producing for the St. Louis market to do so, and 
thus remedy the local milk shortage. 

It certainly is an anomalous situation for 
three times as much milk to be produced in the 
St. Louis milkshed as the city needs, and for 
so little of it to come on the St. Louis market 
that we have to import from Chicago huge quan- 
tities of milk as to the inspection of which even 
Dr. Bredeck and Dr. Fisher, his milk chief, ex- 
press reservations. 

Instead of weakening the local milk ordinance, 
the Waite report would strengthen it, because 
it points out ways whereby all the milk con- 
sumed in St: Louis might be produced under 
city inspection. 

Dr. Waite is not the only one who has criti- 
cized Dr. Bredeck’s administration of milk mat- 
ters in St. Louis. In a speech before the Dairy 
Council here last March, Dr. Roland W. Bartlett, 
professor of agricultural economics at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, was equally critical. Like Dr. 
Waite, Dr. Bartlett had only praise for the 
St. Louis milk ordinance itself, but severely con- 
demned the City Health Department for failing 
to maintain friendly relations with the pro- 
ducers. We quote from a story in the Post- 
Dispatch of March 29: 

Bartlett said there was “more antipathy” 
between the Health Department here and 
the producers than in any of the 40 ¢ities he 
visited in making a nationwide study three 
years ago in preparing his book, “The Milk 
Industry.” i 

Bartlett said that outside milk brought 
into the St. Louis area has not been sub- 
jected to the same type of inspection re- 
quired of milk bought inside the area. It is 
accepted, he said, on the strength of inspec- 
tion by someone else. He stated that in his 
opinion, “some of the outside milk is not 
very good,” ahd outside milk should be sub- 
ject to the same type of inspection required 
of local producers. 

If Dr. Bredeck insists on doing nothing to per- 
suade dairymen of this area to switch over from 
cheese plants and condenseries and to supply 


milk for the local fluid milk market, then Mayor 


Kaufmann should name someone else to per- 
form this particular function. Since the dairy- 
man would receive nearly three cents a quart 
more for his milk, the task should not be impos- 
sible to accomplish.

The State Could Help 


Knowing the financial plight of St. Louis and 
other Missouri cities, leaders in the Legislature 
have spoken sympathetically of relief by state 
action. Striking confirmation of the state's 
ability to do so is provided in a study by George 
C. Smith Jr., regional economist for the United 
States Department of Commerce. 

Missouri, as the state’s oon reports show, is 
amassing a large treasury surplus. Yet Smith’s 
figures show that state taxes in Missouri are 
comparatively low. One of the major reasons 
for this seeming anomaly is that Missouri pays 
out very little to its cities. In 1945, according 
to Smith, Baltimore received about $11,000,000 
from Maryland and Boston about $19,000,000 
from Massachusetts—but St. Louis had only 
$406,000 from all outside sources. It might be 
added that New York and Illinois spend millions 
to promote urban housing whereas Missouri 
spends nothing. 

Smith showed that Missouri obtains only 7.7 
per cent of its receipts from income taxes. It 
seems‘ certain, therefore, that the state could 


‘comfortably leave that field altogether and em- 


power local governments to enter it. Some such 
shift of taxes is obviously a sounder basis for 
state-local relations than either the feast-and- 
starve situation we have today or a “charitable” 
handout from the state.

“In six months of China’s rule, 
Formosa had been set back at least 10 years,”

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Cripps to the Rescue Again 

Britain seems to have formed the habit of call- 
ing on Sir Stafford Cripps whenever the job in 
hand begins to border on the impossible. Just 
now the nation’s economic recovery seems to be 
assuming such proportions, and so the post of 
Minister of Economic Affairs has been created 
and he has been named to fill it. 

Before this it was India; still earlier, it was 
wartime production of airplanes; and before 
that the lonely mission to Moscow—the effort to 
keep Russia out of the war on the Nazi side after 
diplomatic blundering had paved the way for 
the German-Soviet non-aggression pact. ; 

The new portfolio for Sir Stafford is part of 
the general shuffle now under way through 
which the Labor Government is trying to 
strengthen itself in the campaign to replenish 
the nation’s resources. If that fight can be won, 
the Cripps spirit will do it. The man is no 
stump-speaking politician, but rather a searcher 
for bitter facts. He has a way of coldly count- 
ing the odds and then determining to beat them. 


Perhaps his greatest gift is perseverance—the 


kind of perseverance that grows out of foresight. 

As long ago as 1933, he was getting up in Com- 
mons to warn of the danger of a German war. 
In 1936, he denounced Baldwin for blinding Eng- 
land to the Nazis’ rearming. Shortly thereafter, 


‘he was fighting Chamberlain’s appeasement. In- 


deed; he was expelled from the Labor party— 
and not readmitted until 1945—for demanding 
When war 
came, there were frequent reports that he might 
be called to the premiership. He did serve as 
Churchill’s representative in the House of Com- 
mons. It was he who told England that there 
would have to be an end to business as usual and 
pleasure as usual. After the war, he was made 
President of the Board of Trade; that is, put in 
charge of commerce. 

There has never been much chance for flags- 
and-bugles glory in the work that has come his 
way. But he seems to prefer it that way. After 
all, he long was London's highest paid corpora- 
tion counsel with an income estimated at more 
than $200,000 a year. He is the son of a lord 
and himself knighted by George V. Yet he went 
the way of the Socialists, convinced that only 
they held hope for England’s people. Still, he 
was never the ideal party man, setting too high 


"a value on an open mind. 


The man has gifts—and vision. It will take 
more than one reverse to drive him from the 
field. He is typical of English doggedness as 
was Churchill after Dunkirk. Indeed, although 
the one is an aristocrat of aristocrats and the 
other a plebéian by choice, although they are 
temperamentally and even physically so differ- 
ent, each is a great example of the spirit that 
has so often brought England through nights 
that seemed black with hopeless gloom.

COLUMNIST WHO WROTE ABOUT

CHICAGO, Oct. 1 (AP)—Howard 
Vincent O’Brien, novelist and 
columnist, died last night in an 
Evanston hospital of cancer, the 
ailment that he frankly discussed 
last July with readers of his col- 
umn in the Chicago Daily News.

NURSING. EDUCATION 
UF LAYMEN URGED 


Speaker Says Non-Profes- 
sionals Often Give as Good 
Care as Registered Nurses. 


A widespread program of nurs- 
ing education among non-profes- 
sionals was suggested by Miss 
Ruth Freeman, administrator of 
nursing services for the American 
Red Cross, at the banquet of the 
convention of Missouri States 
Nurseg Association at Hotel Stat- 
ler 1 night, 

Miss Freeman pointed out that 
much nursing care, frequently of 
good quality, is given by non- 
professionals, such as mothers 
caring for children in minor ill- 
nesses. “If we take nursing in 
the broadest sense—earing for the 
sick and protecting the young and 
the aged—only a fraction of the 
nursing job is, or should be, done 
by a professional nurse,” she as- 
serted. 


case of poliomyelitis or a major 
mental disturbance, require “the 
very highest technical compe- 
tence” in nursing, she said, add- 
ing that for this part of nursing, 
education must be exhaustive and 
rigorous. 

The question facing nurses. is, 
she said, whether to be concerned 
Only with the development of that 
phase of nursing requiring profes- 
Sional competence, regarding the 
education of non-professionals as 
of no concern to them, or whether 
to give leadership in the develop- 
ment of adequate training for 
non-professionals. 

“If it is possible to reach the 
thousands who nurse for love 
rather than for hire, to use edu- 
cational techniques to secure ac- 
curate control of such nursing, we 
will extend the benefits of good 
nursing immeasurably,” she said. 
Types of persons who would bene- 
fit, she said, included those living 
in remote areas where few nurses 
and hospitals were available, pa- 
tients recently discharged from 
hospitals, patients suffering minor 
ills and chronically ill patients 
cared for at home. 

Much nursing education already 
is reaching the public in a variety 
of ways, she said, but it is frag- 
mentary and inadequate. Miss 
Freeman urged co-ordinated plan- 
ning by all nursing groups so that 
all resources of the profession 
could be used in an educational 
program, agreement could be 
reached on an irreducible mini- 
mum of teaching, how it can be 
taught and what groups can best 
provide the instruction.

Why new telephone rates are necessary 


/ 


© No general changes sought in St. Louis city zone rates 
© Some St. Louis county rate increases asked 


Greatly increased costs of furnishing telephone 
service have made it necessary for the tele- 
phone company to ask the Public Service 
Commission for permission to put new tele- 
phone rates into effect in Missouri. The request 
covers changes in rates for local service and 
for long distance calls within the state. 


No general increases in St. Louis City zone 
rates were requested, although adjustments in 
some miscellaneous charges were asked. This 
means that the regular monthly charges for 
St. Louis business and residence dial telephone 
service would remain as they are, with the 
exception of semipublic telephones where the 
customer’s guarantee to the company would be 
raised from 20 to 25 cents a day. The miscel- 
laneous increases would be for items such as 
key cabinets, certain mileage charges, some 
connection and move charges, audible and 
visual signals, etc. 

In St. Louis County, where rates generally 
have not been raised for more than 20 years 
and the number of telephones has increased 
more than seven times, néw rates for most 
types of service were applied for. 


Here’s why: 


Expenses have doubled 


While the demand for telephone service has 
been tremendous, earnings of the telephone 
company in Missouri have declined sharply, 
for expenses have gone up much faster than 
revenues. 


Since 1940, expenses have gone up 107 per 
cent! 


While revenues have increased 79 per cent! 


Since 1940, we have had to add more than 
$33,000,000 in telephone * to serve 
the people of Missouri. 


How costs have gone up 


The cost of almost everything that goes into 
telephone service has gone way up since 1940. 


More than half the total expense of fur- 
nishing service is payroll. Wage rates today 
are much higher than in 1940. These wages, 
paid to more employees than we had in 1940, 
have more than doubled our payroll. It is now 
30% million dollars a year in Missouri alone, 


‘up from $11, 600,000 in 1940. 


And taxes are higher — three million comers 
wah since 1940. 


Building costs are 100 per cent higher. 
Copper is up 80 per cent. 


The cost of telephone poles has gone 
up 135 per cent. For example, a 35- foot 
pine pole that cdst $6.30 in 1940 now 
costs $14.99. 


Trucks cost half again as much. A con- 
struction truck that cost us $2,656 in 
1940 now costs $4,054. 


$115 million construction . 
program 

In the face of these high costs, we are of neces- 
sity in the midst of the largest telephone 
expansion and improvement program ever 
undertaken in Missouri. About 55,000 people 
are waiting for telephones. Many thousands 
of our present customers would like to have a 
higher grade of service. There are still delays 
on long distance calls. 


All this because of the war, during which we 
were unable to expand the telephone system 
to meet the demands for service. As telephone 
factories converted to peacetime manufacture, 
we started the largest construction program in 
our history. It will cost $115,000,000 gross in 
Missouri. 


The program has been under way for two 
years, and will take three or four more to 
finish. But we are going ahead just as fast as 
we can get the equipment from the factories, 
which are producing more than ever before. 


Adequate earnings are essential 


We'll need millions of dollars to see this pro- 
gram thrqugh. That’s investment money, 
separate from the money the company takes 
in.from customers to keep telephone service 
going. 


The telephone company is not asking the 
public to pay the cost of the expansion pro- 
gram. It is asking the public for rates that will 
put the earnings of the telephone company on 
a sound basis so that investors will be willing 
to put their money into a business that offers 
a safe place for their savings. 


To attract the investment money we need 
for new telephone plant, we have to compete 
with other industries. People invest their sav- 
ings in industries whose earnings are adequate. 
That is an important reason why it is neces- 
sary to bring up our earnings by asking for 
rate relief. 


Present rates long in effect 


Rates for local telephone service in Missouri, 
for the most part, have been in effect for 20 
years or more. These prewar rates are not 
bringing 1 in sufficient revenue to meet mount- 
ing postwar costs. 


Telephone service has been,enlarged and 
improved greatly in the past 20 years. The 
service today is more valuable. | 


The telephones in Missouri have more 
than doubled—increasing from 280,000 
to 680,000. 


Information calls are handled two- 
thirds faster. A telephone formerly was 
in trouble about twice a year; now it is 
out of order on the average only once 
every two years; 95 per cent of trouble 
cases are cleared the same day they 
occur. 


Not only can you hear more clearly on long 
distance, but the time n to handle a 
call has been reduced from 15 minutes in 1920 


to an average of 34% minutes today. And, 


about eight out of ten calls are completed 
while you hold the line. 


In some exchanges, service may be slower 
than these averages, particularly during peak 
periods. The construction program now under 
way is designed to restore service throughout 
the state to prewar standards and even better. 


We are forced to seek increases 


We ask an increase in rates only because rising 


costs have finally forced us to. We are seeking 


only enough new revenue to cover all the costs 


of furnishing service. 


Our efforts are guided by responsibilities to 
three groups of people: 

To provide good, telephone service to 
telephone users. 


To pay fair wages and provide good work 
ing conditions to telephone workers. 


To safeguard the savings of the people 
who made the business possible and 
provide them a return which will keep 
them satisfied with their investment 


and make them willing to invest more. 


money in the business. 


Only with rates that will produce adequate 
earnings will it be possible for us to meet these 
obligations. 


Long Distance Rates Within the State 
The increases requested range from 5c to 25c for the 
initial period on calls, depending on the distance and 
the type ef call. Where the initial period on calls over 
10c is now 5 minutes, it would be reduced to 3 minutes.

He said Russia received two 
shiploads of wheat from the United 
States and then shipped it to Mar- 
seilles, where it was distributed as 
Russian wheat.

TWO OF MOZART’S lesser known works have been recorded 
in England by Columbia and are now offered to the American public 
by Columbia. The first, the Concerto No. 4 for Horn and Orchestra, 
is played by Dennis Brain and the Halle Orchestra of Manchester 
under a conductor whose name is not disclosed. Mr. Brain’s per- 
formance has the ease and control of expertnéss and artistry. The 
accompaniment is often slack and lacking in precision, The music 
has an overflowing charm and grace. (Two records.) The Quintet 
for Clarinet and Strings is also good Mozart and is played with 
distinction by Reginald Kell; the Philharmonia Quartet which sup- 
ports him takes the music a little too easily. The tone quality is 
gracious but the delivery is much too lackadaisical. (Columbia, four 
records.) Raoul Jobin, the Metropolitan tenor, sings five arias from 
French operas with an undeviating clarion-like tonal luster. His 
style is good. The arias are from Massenet Werther“ “Manon” 
and Herodiade“; Gounod’s “Romeo and Juliet,” Meyerbeer’s 
“L’Africaine” and “The Damnation of Faust” by Berlioz. (“Romantic

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EON BISMAROK (BIX) BEIDERBECKE was 28 when he died 

in 1981. During his short but immortal career he played in 

St. Louls with Frankie Trumbauer. Then, under Trumbauer’s 
name, they cut some, records for Okeh in the late 206. Wight of 
these are contained in a new Columbia album, “Bix and Tram.” 
It’s one of the finest reissue albums of all times. Included is the 
famous “Bingin’ the Blues,” with Tram’s C melody sax and Bix’s 
cornet in famous choruses. Another is “Wringin’ and Twistin’,” by 
a trio of Bix, who plays piano (which he preferred) until he picks 
up the cornet for the coda, Tram and Guitarist Eddie Lang. Bix’s 
cornet, fluid, effortless, with happy breaks that only a genius could 
perform, also leads the way on “Ostrich Walk,” Hoagy Carmichael’s 
“Riverboat Shuffle,” “Clarinet Marmalade,” “Way Down Yonder in 
New Orleans,” “Baby, Won't You Please Come Home” and “Take 
Your Tomorrow,” last two sung by Tram. Among the assistants 
are Trombonist Bill Rank, Clarinetists Don Murray and Jimmy 
Dorsey, Drummer Chauncey Moorehouse. 

From RCA Victor comes Let's Dance,” an album of Benny 
Goodman big-band instrumentals from the 1935-37 era. Reissues 
and some of their highlights are: “King Porter Stomp” (solos by 
Goodman and Bunny Berigan), “Sometimes I’m Happy” (unison sax 
work), “I've Found a New Baby” (Gene Krupa’s drumming), 
“Changes” (Harry James's solo), Mary Lou Willlams's “Roll Em“ 
(Jess Stacey's piano solo), “Afraid to Dream (with vocal), “Mad- 
house” (B.G,. and Stacey solos) and the familiar sign-off theme 
written by Gordon Jenkins, “Good-Bye.” 
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FRANKIE CARLE AND EDDIE CANTOR are spotlighted in 
two Decca reissue albums; Carle, in “Plano Magic,” does “Kitten 
on the Keys,” “Holiday,” “Dancing Tambourine,” “Fiapperette,” “The 
Wedding of the Painted Doll,” “Doll Dance,” “Ridin’ High” and 
“Humoresque.” Last two have Carle soloing ‘with Mal Hallett’s 
old band. Cantor goes through these items “he made famous”: 
“Makin’ Whoopee,” “Now's the Time to Fall in Love,” “If You Knew 
Susie,” “Ida,” “Dinah,” “Oh! Gee, Oh! Gosh; Ete.,” “You'd Be Sur- 
prised” and “How Ta Gonna Keep ‘Em Down on the Farm?” MGM 
presents Ziggy Himan’'s trumpet doing nice things on a thoughtful 
“Body and Soul“ and “I’ve Found a New Baby.” Both are big-band 
instrumentals. Art Lund, for MGM, revives one of the late Ben 
Bernie’s themes, It's a Lonesome Old Town,” and does fairly well 
with it.

Just 
enough sugar should be added’ to 
bring out the best possible flavor. 
The use of cider is 1 desir-

used, less sugar is required.“ It 
takes plenty of time to slow-cook 
apple butter and produce that 
well-done taste. Some cooks get 
weary before the cooking is fin- 
ished and their butter is sure to 
have a raw flavor and a runhy | 
consistency. Making apple butter | 
is a job that requires family par- | 
ticipation. One needs help in peel“ 
i the apples and in stirri 
a large quantity is made. And if 
this confection is enjoyed by the 
family, it is good business to 
make several gallons, 


Apple Butter. 


One gallon sliced apples, three 
quarts cider, six cups sugar, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one stick ein- 
namon, one teaspoon whole cloves, 
one-half teaspoon cassia buds. 

Select only firm, tart, just ripe 
apples. Pare thinly. Cut in quar- 
ters, core and slice thin. Measure 
firmly packed, turn into preserv- 
ing kettle, add cider, cover and 
cook until apples are soft (about 
45 minutes) shaking pan occasion- 
ally to prevent sticking. Put apples 
through sieve or food mill. Stir 
in sugar and salt. Turn into flat 
roasting pan and place in a mod- 
erately slow oven (325 degrees F.) 
and cook until thickened and but+ 
ter has a brilliant reddish brown 
cast. Tie spices loosely.in a cheese 
cloth bag, put into apple butter 
the last half hour of cooking. 
Stir frequently. When done, re 
move spice bag, pour into hot 
sterilized jars, filling to within 
one-fourth inch of top. Have par- 
affin melted and cover butter. 
Seal with sterile lids,
